“A translation of what purports to
be a copy of a letter written in Russlan
by Lasarus Averbuch the morning be
fore he went to the home of Chief
Shippy, March 2, 1008, containing the
phrase "Iin an hour from now | am
going to revenge mysell on Bhippy”
was given out today by Assistant
Chlef of Pollce Schuettler, The actlon
in making public the document with
the Intention of settling for all time
the motives of the young man in visit:
Ing the chlef's home followed the ex
clusive publication in the Dally News
yesterday of Chief Bhippy's declaration
for the first time that a judge and
other persons of Influence Iin Chicago
ralsed a fund to pay lawyers in an en:
deavor to show that he was not justl-
fled In slaying Averbuch,

The letter of Averbuch was written
to the editor of a Russian anarchist
publication,

Reprints Document in Full,

The editor reprints it in full, pref-
acing the document with an explana.
tion of his close persona: nequalntance
with Averbuch, whom he calla “Jere
miah” instead of “Lasarus,” a8 he was
known here, The editor Indignantly
rofutes any assertion that Averbuch
was not an anarchist,

The article intended to clear up the
point which caused the private Inves
tigation of the shooting, to which the
Dally News called attentlon yesterday,
was printed In Buntal, which is Rus
slan for the Rloter, the title of the
paper. Under ita title is the explans
tlon In Russian—"The officlal organ
iof the Russian anarchist-communists.”
Two quotatons from Bakunin, a Rus
slan anarchist, who dled several years
ago—"8pirit of Destruction, Spirit of
Insurrection"—also adorn the title
Page.

It was In the January number of
this year that the Averbuch artlcle ap-
peared. Though the magasine clr-
culates In Russla and among the an-
archists of that natlonality, It Is not
printed there, so strict is the survell:
lance of the secret police. It Is sup-
posed to be printed In Bwitzerland,
near the French border, Its edltor's
name also 18 concealed, except to mem:
bers of the soclety, so It |s asserted.

Translation of the ~rticle.

A transiation of the Russian article
as made by Detective Make Mills of
Asnslstant Chlef Bchuettler's office and
ad given out by the police authorities
to-day Is as follows:

“"NEWS FROM CHICAGO,

“JEREMIAH AVERBUCH,

“In the anarchistic press appears an
article that Averbuch, who was killed
by the chlef of Chicago police, Bhippy,
was not an anarchist, but an unem:
ployed who asked for alms,

“I will not go Into the worthiness
of that article, I take it that my duty
Is to announce that Averbugh was an
anarchist and to prove the above I
print below the letter sent by him to
me.

Knew Averbuch [Personnily,

“1 have known Averbuch personally;
have known him In Russla when he
took a hand In the socialist reform
movement; saw him ubroad looking
where he could to use his revolution:
ary energy. | talked with him at that
time; he did not llke theorles, was not
very well posted on topical questions,
but for that hils hot temperament
showed In his road shead,

“At that time he did not consldgr
himself an anarchist, But after getting
acquainted with the beautles of the
American liberty and after giving her
the full value he approached anarch
Ism, and after becoming an anarchist
he wanted work and actlon at once
He tried his best to go to Rusma, but
what happened? At that time he
changed his mind."

Nayn Workers Were Clubhed.

“In Chicago and Philadelphia at that
time," the article continues, “the bun-
gry workingmen were clubbed by the
organisation of the Chicago chief of
police, S8hippy. and Averbuch decided
to revenge himsell,

“Here |s the verbatim of what he
wrote a few hours before the attack!:

“‘My Dear Frlend—When you re-
calve this postal [ will surely be elther
on the gibbet or In jall, as an hour
from now, on my own risk, | am go-
ing to revenge myself on the man who
was the cause of shedding blood from
the hungry workingmen here and in
Philadelphia. Shippy gave the first
slgnal to the elubbing and he was not
punished, When I saw all of that I
came to the concluslon that for such
offenses anarchists do not keep sllence.
and [ decided to give the slgnal. All
of them who acted llke Bhippy will
suffer the same consejquence.

Would Neot Aet Thoumhilessly.

The following article on Judge Mack
and his court methods,appeared in the
Chicago Dally News of Monday, April
26, 1009

“Light was shed to-day by Inveatiga-
tors for the Dally News on the meth-
ods of the suppression of divorce cases,
The Investigation was prompted by a
‘qulet’' divorce granted,by Judge Jullan
W. Mack. to Mrs. Ashbell Newell, wiia
of the superintendent of the Mexlean
Central Rallway, last Tuesday. It
disclosed perfect ‘tenm ,work' on the
part of the persons Interested In,keep-
ing the curlous ears of the public from
listening to any of the queer incl
dents of the former Chieago clubman’s
reputed experiences, with certain seno-
ritas,in the City of Mexico,

“Indiscretions with these women
were charged by Mrs. Newell, who
hurried to Chicago from Pass Chrls-
tian, Miss.,, and after,seventeen min-
utes of court appearance, returned to
the balmy ,climate with a divorce de-
cree in her traveling bag.
“The Investigators learned that
while ‘no understanding’ existed be-
tween Judge Mack and Attorney Fred-
erick Herman Gade, Mrs. Newell's
brotherin-law, to try the suit when
the courtroom was devold of prying
eyes of the sensational-secking publle,
Mr. Gade had personally approached
the chief clerk of the Clreuit Court
and asked to have the case suppressed,
becaune ‘Judge Mack had sald so.’
While Attorney, Gade declared he had
had ‘no previous appointment'.as to
when the case was to be heard, he ad-
mitted that he was unusually ‘for-
tunate' in having the case tried In
open court when . no reporters hap-
pened.to be present.
“Circult Court Clerk Bldwill denled
that the files In the case had been
suppressed by him.
“Judge Mack, Attorney Gade and
Cireult Clerk Bldwill were Interro-
gated on various,phases of the divorce
proceedings brought out by the Newell
case, Judge Mack replied as follows:
“Q—'Do your court rules provide
for divorce hearings, during the noon
hour? A.—'This divorce hearing waus
held a few.minutes after 13 o'clock,
and not after the adjournment of
court. The statement that it was held
after the noon adjournment ls false,
because court does not adjourn umtil
12:30 p. m. It Istrue that 1 came out
of chambers where I had been hear
ing & case, which,I had just conclud-
ed.
“Q-—'Are you aware that the Cir-
ouit Court Clerk's office is notorious
for such things as the secret Newell
divores affalr? A.—'No.'
"Q.~'Do you deem It In consonance
with the American idea ofa free and
open court that such a hearing should
be allowed? A.—'A hearing during
the regular court hours, when the,pub-
lle can be present, Is all vight. Hear-
ingn,outside of court hours are not.'
“Attorney Gade replled as follows:
“Q~Do you regard being a party

Bhe had
never been In court In her life and
was glad to he saved the embarrass
ment of a crowded courtroom.'

“iAttorney Gade came down here
and asked me to suppress this suilt;
he declared that Judge Mack had said
we could suppress it,'.sald Louls Hutt,
chief clerk for the Circuit Court. ‘I
told Mr. Gade we could not suppress
the suit-—that it ,was not our prac
tice.' '

“The files proving the team work
of the lawyers In the case tell the
following tale: A

“Mrs, Newell's bill filed,at 11:18 a.
m.

“Newell's answer filled at 11:18 a. m.

“Mrs. Newell's replication filed, at
11:10 a. m.

“The ,divorce hearing, according to
the best information obtainable, was
started at 12:05 p. m., and ended at
12:22 p. m.,..s0 that less than an hour
elapsed before the case,passed through
the ordinary slow and cumbersome
course of court machinery,

“It was learned that frequently
cases are suppressed In the offices of
the clerks of the courts, and that
judges oceasionnlly hear cases outside
of court hours, To these methods of
eluding publicity were added some of
the trickes of divorce lawyers who, mls-
spell their cllents' .namesa and af-
ter a divorce Is granted file an amend-
ed bill giving the correction.”

It is a curlous story of how a fund
of approximately $700, which came In
nickels and dimes from the rank and
file of the Sociallsts and anarchists of
the country, wasa spent largely in rig-
ging up the spot light that was played

As a pathetic minor note there ls
also the story of the Chicago Dally
Soclalist and how It has been get
floundering around in the rough and
heartlesa breakers of financial distress
largely because of the bills that have
been saddled onto It as a result of ex
ploiting the uplifters in connection
with the Rudowitz affair.

Rudowits Got Only BSI5,

From the records of the Politleal
Refugees' League it became known yes:
terday that all Rudowliz has ever re
ceived In actual money at the hands of
the uplifters and settlement house
workers, who shook the atmosphere of
the whole country recently with their
oratorical efforts In his behalf, was §35.
The rest of the $700 which was ralsed
for the so called “defense fund" was
largely eaten up in making sieno-
graphle reporis of thespeeches of Rabbl
Hirsch, Walter L. Fisher, Graham Tay-
lor, Jenkin Lloyd Jones, Judge Jullan
W. Mack, Raymond Robins and others
who partieipated in the serles of “pro-
test meetings” that were held at the
time the fight was being made ngalnst
sending the refugee back to Russin,

These stenographically reported and
neatly typewritten speeches were dis
patched with quick, Dbusiness-like
promptness to the newspapers, thus
avolding all danger of anything Inter-
cepting the limellght which was beat
ing upon the high brow leaders of the
movement,

History of the Case,

The story as It was told Is l'%e
this:

The defense of Rudowita was begun
by the Pouren defense conference of

New York, which ealled In Clarence 8,
Darrow as attorney.

Later the work of defending the
refugee before U'nited States Commis-
sloner Foote was authorized by the
Politlenl Refugee League, a Boclalls
organization founded for the purpose,
Meetings were held in many halls and
theaters, Among thede was a meeting
in the Colonlal Theater on Deécember
17, another In the International The:
ater and one in the Seventh Regiment
Armory, With the exception of the
first meeting the Soclallsts pald the
hall rent,

The mesting In the Colonlal ls the
hone of contention which started the

tribute,

factional fight between the uplifters

and the Socinlists. According to the
statements of the SBoclalists and of a
repregsentative of the uplifiers yester-
day this meeting was not held under
the ausplces of the Polltical Refugee
League, although the bills were sent
to It for payment.

The meeting s sald to have been
held by the citizens’ committee organ-
lzed by Judge Jullan W, Mack and
others at Hull House February 3 for
the purpose., Before the meeting the
city was covered with advertising and
a battery of court reporters engaged
to take verbatim reports of the
speeches of the uplifters and rush them
out to the papers. Bllls were Incurred
for printing also.

When these were sent to the Pollt-
lcal Refugee League for payment a
storm of protest arose, but was finally
quleted by Dr. Mirlam Yampolski, an
anarchist, who moved that one giving
Judge Jullan W. Mack a check for $75
be pald.

In all the publicity expense of the
Colonlal meeting Is sald to have run
up to $176,

Socialista Poot HNills,

During the time that Judge Mack
was preparing his speech he was sup-
plled with advance proofs of the review
of the case by Dean Wigmore of North-
western Unlversity law school. The
proofs were supplied by the Dally So-
clalist at his request, The expense was
borne by the Dally Soclalist,

Clarence B. Darrow caused many
protests by sending th: bl for nis
stenographer's services to the Refugees’
League for settlement,

Mr. Darrow's stenographer Is Miss
Tsabel McLean, who I8 a Soclalist, She
wus Lthe only one connected with the
case to reduce her bill materially.
She lopped off nearly $200,

Judge Julion W. Mack recelved two
or more checks from Miss Jane Ad-
dams while she was treasurer of the
league, One was for 475 and the other
for $40,

Emery 8. Walker, an attorney, who
claims to have dragged the uplift Into
the affalr, presented a bill for about
$75 an stenographer's expenses. In
this bill the stenographers charged not
only for thelr work but for the time
they were there,

Charles Cheney Hyde, expert in in-
ternativnal law, recelved a check or
two. One of them was for $30,

During the excltement over the case
the organization of the Political Ref-
ugees' Lengue was  changed tlyee
times, At the time the case started

these were the officers of the league:

Patrick 1. Riordan, president; Gus-
tave T. Fraenckel, secretary, and J, O,
Bentall, treasurer, all of whom are
Bocinlists,

In December the organization chang-
ed, just before the Colonial Theater
meeting, to Include these officers:

Phillip Angsten, president; Miss Isa-

bel McLean, vice president; Raymond
Robius, secretary, and Miss Jane Ad-
dams treasurer., Miss Addams slgned
the checks for stenographle and other
service.
